FARTHQUAKE.

THE

Fuither Dotalls of the Shocks In New
York and Oanada,

The Canton (N. Y.) Plaindealér says that
fifteen distinet shooks of earthquake were felt
at that plsce, the lirst at 3 o'clock, followed by
six more of milder cbaracter, at intervals of
abopt two minutes. At 4 o'clock two more
ullplhl. ones ocourred; at 436 another slight one,
and two heavier oncs at d°55; st alight one at
500, and & heavier one at 613, and a very
severe one at 0°27, which proved to be the last,
A large glass globe was thrown down in Conkey
& Bherman's drug slore, a Iarge mirror was
broken at L. B, Storrs’, wood piles were over-
torned, crockery thrown down, wells riled, and
other damnge done. We have heard of no place
where the visitation wus so marked and distinet.

A letter from the town of Hammond to the
Ogdensburg Jowrnal givea the following intelli-
gent necount of the phenomenn:—

“A severe shock of an earthquake was serl-
ously manifested at ten minutes before 3 o'clock
this morning, which caused tremendous excite-
ment among the inbabitaunts of this and neigh-
bormg vicinities, It opened with such immense
force,nnd produced such astopendous sensation,
that but few persons (ailed to realize the whole
ehock, although it belng at an hour when people
were usually cnjofving their sweetest slumbers,

“The first indieation was a pecalisr heavy
rumblivg sound, like an immenss beavily laden
faain of cars puassing over the frozen track upon
a clear, frovty night. 1ty magnitnde was 80
great sud general, that, so faras I have been
able 1o learn, within a clrouit of fifty miles,

| almost every person was instanily aroused sand

awakened. In s moment an undulatlug ram-
bling sensation commenced, shaking the earth
violently causiug the strongest balldings to
sbake lylke an  mspen  leaf, dlsturbing acd
frightening the  slumbering  inhabltants
thereof. many of them, out of a year's
rowth, and mixiong ur in  copious ocon-
pafon  thiugs onernlly. Crockery and
glassware sutlered in many places, tin plates
were made to cut up sundry evolutions, wood-
piles cosseéd to keep their equilibrinm, articles
of furnitore figured in serious gyrations, window-
lights were brokenm, peopls were amazed, as-
tounded and frightencd, many of them think-
ing that Gabriel had sounded his last trumpet
io enrnest. Being connected with the Meteoro-
logical Department at Washington for the puor-
pose of observing all peculiar phenomens, ele,
eie., | hastened to the scene of commotion to
make the earliest and minutest observation.
The time consumed by the whole sensation was
sixty-five seconds; the durstion of the ehock
was forty-five seconds,

“The shock appears to have been almost in-
stantaneous or simulianeous within the eircunit
of my obgervation, and iis progress was ina
vorthensterly direction, and eould be distinetly
beard nfter all was quiet atthis point, There
sppearcd to be three distinet unduoiations in-
¢luded in the shock, it being so sudden and un-
expected that it was impossible (o form any
calculntions of its progressive toroe,

“The mercurv in the instroments became agi-
tated and began to rise rapldly, reaching severul
hundred degrees in a short space ol time. Soon
after the huge shock had passed away another
slight sensation wse felt, which Insted for a few
scoonds; mo undulation was experienced,
nothing but a low rombling sound, like distant
thunder. Again at 860 avother sensation, siml-
lar to the last, was muauifeated with greater
magnitude, As earthquakes nre becoming com-
mop in this vicinity, and assuming such pro-
found magnitude as the one juss experied, it is
a theme which philosophers and meteorologists
might well undertake to interpret,”

The Montreal @azetic hus the following account
of the afiair:—

A gentleman reslding in 8t Catharine street
states that s rapid succession of shocks con-
tinued doring neatly three-quartersol o minuate,
or while he could count forty. He and his
family were awakened by the rocking of the
house, After walting for aboud a minute, to
see if the movemeul eoullnued, he rose, and,
siriking a lighy, he found the time precisely 3°10
A.M. The motion wa4 belween porth and soulh;
he could vot be certain from which glde the
impulse came, but thinks it was [rom the
norih.

The sound was very distiuet; It was a rushing
nolse, and his first impression was that a high
wind bad sprung up with & strong gust from the
north, to whieh peint his bed-room lookgd., He
wos immediately set rizht by the motion so
Eevulinr to eartbgquakes. 'The nolse is described

5 others as & rumbling notse; as for the difler-
ence in the time of durstion, & heavy sleeper
would, of course, deseribe it as shorler thau
one who is easlly awakened,

Dr, Boallwood has fayored us with (he follow-
ing report, which was received after writing
the shove. He describes Lbe earth sound as
having passed eusiward, and mnot a3 between
porth and south, as does sunother informant,
whose report we have above given:—

I had just retired (8 o'clock A, M., Becember
18) to bed from a professional case, aud was
perfectly awake, whon I besrd o low rumbling
sound proeeeding from the west, whioh I at once
recoguized as an eartbquake. This was followed
by & distinet swnd somewhat stropg tremulous
mollon, which was succeeded in ten or twelve
seconds, hy a second mod fainter tremor than
the first., Then fullowed the seund, which
passed eastward, tho whole lasting, 1 should
say, nurllr three minules,

At Point 8, Ohsilea the stoves in ibhe upper
stories of some of the brick honses distinctl
ghook, and In Grey Nun stréel some of 1he resi-
derts rozo from their beds and left thelr honses
in great terror, At St Laurest, aboul six miles
from the city, the shook and earth sound wera
distlunct and sirong. We learn thut st Lachine
